Third Vice President Hoxie pronounced 
it uiterly without foundation, and other officials 
said the only intimation they had eve heard that 
a receivership was contemplated, they had 
heard en the street or through the newspapers. 
Not a syllable had been received from New York 
about the matter. Yet, probably, nine men out of 
ten who heard yesterday’s ‘rumors went to bed 
last night with the beffef that the receiversnip 
was ab accomplished fact. Those who doubted 
— story were the ones who understand the situ- 
ation.

A HOTEL IN FLAMES. 


The Fire in Willards’ Hotel at 
Washington. 


- 
—— 


A Panic Among the Guests— Some Amus- 
ing Seenes—The Fire Extinguished 
Without Much Loss to the Property. 


WASHINGTON, May 13,—Fire broke out at Wil- 
lard’s Hotel this morning. It originated in a 
room in the basement just north of the main of- 
fice, and the flames running between tbe floors, 
reached the main part of tne building, 
then through the coal elevator and 
up through the house, Dense volumes 
of smoke soon began to pour through the burld- 
ing and became stifling. The boarders were seen 
burriedly packing their valuables together, some 
fastening their boxes; others, assisted by serv- 
ants, hauling their baggage aown the stairs. At 
the extreme northwest corner of the sixth story 
appeared a colored boy and three servant girls, 
who were entirely cut off by smoke from the starr- 
ways.

The Recorder of Voters Has no Right to 


Appoint Judges of Election. 


The most impurtant opinion delivered b¥the 
Court of Appeals this morning was that in the 
case of W. L. Ewing, Mayor, against C. L. Hob- 
litzelie, Recorder of voters, The 
Mayor sued out an ipnjuuction 
avainst the R- corder: restricting him from ap- 
} Olnting the judges vt the election of an As,essor. 
The Cireuit Couit quashed tbe writ and, alivough 
the election isnowa matter of the past, never- 
theless the points decided by the 
Court of Appeals in Lne 
case must be vaiuable for future guidance in sim- 
llar cases. It wilds that the authority to appolut 
the judges and clerks of election ta vested ex- 
clusively in the Mayor, and that the act which 
apparently gives to the recorder this pow- 
er is absolutely unconstitutional, null 


}and void. The General Assembly has no more 


power Lo d-é@ignute who shail appoint judges of 
@i CLion than it bus te Cesignaie the chief exectu- 
tive Of ihe chy. Tuese a:.@ mitters of purely 
local concern, and as sucu Come within the scope 
ol ihe funciwns exercised bythe Mayor. The 
judgment ofthe Circuit Court was accordingly 
reversed. 

The uecision of the Court of appeals is perhaps 

THE MOST LMPORTANT 

ruling ever made by the ceurt in its effect upon 
tie juterests of tbe people of this city. The doc- 
irine of ithe decision is, that the present 
carter of the city is the outcome 
of the grant of local self government made to the 
Inhabtiaots of St, Louis Dy the State Constitution 
Of 1875, aud that the Legislature hus no power to 
inierfere with (he system, orto amend the char- 
ler, oF LO legisiale with reference tu loeal matters 
in St. Louis, The Court declares that the power 
tu change the local law resis with the people 
Lliviuse. ves, and ig to be exercised in the form of 
amendments to the charter. The judement of 
the lower court refusing the injunction asked by 
the Mayor to prevent the Recorder of Voters from 
appointing the judges and clerks of the election 
is reversed, and final judgment given in fayor o 
the Mayor, 

The bill which is rendered inoperative aod 
voiu by this decision Of the Court of Appeals is 
the only one of a large batch of bills which a 
combination of Missouri liticians tried to put 
turough the last session of the Legislature, that 
became alaw. Li was a companion of the bill to 
make all heads of city departments elective, the 
bilito give the Police Board vower to spend 
money without regard Ww the con- 
diiion = of the clty treasury or to 
ordinances of appropriation, a bili to quadruple 
the fees of Lhe coal oil inspector, a bill lo makea 
very large increase in the police force, and sev- 
eral other bills which were drawn with special 
reference to the interests of a political cilque, 
and withont any reference to the tuterests of the 
people, This was the only billof the list which 
was regarded as eaving the gupport of the Mis- 
sourt Republican. 

When the bill was passed, it was received with 
loud protests by the Repubiieans of St. Louis, 
who felt that while their Mayor had the power of 
appointing all judges and clerks ot election, they 
were reasonabiy secure in Maintaining the local 
supremacy whica they gained through the Over- 
stoiz disaster. Oo 8 effort was made 
to overihrow the law, however until, 
the recent election came in sight, when the 
Mayor, to obiige his Repubiican friends, deter- 
inined to test the law questions involved in the 
Case. An application was made by City Coun- 
selor Beil to tue Circuit Court for an injunction to 
Mr. Hoblitzelle, Recorder of Voters, from appoint- 
ing judges and clerks, which application was 
prowptly refused, on the ground that the law 
uuthorized him to do@ so, Tbe case 
Was appealed, the main point being 
that the law was virtually an amendment of the 
charter, and only the citizens of St, Louis have 
any right to amend the charter. This point was 
sustained this morning.

NOT IDIOTS. 


The Judge of the Court of Appeals’ Reply to a 
Lawyer. 

The Court of Appeals is not over-sensitive, but 

it has a deep and profound respect for lis own 

dignity and the vaive of its opinions. 

Whatever opinion the members of the 


St. Louis Dar may have in this seore it Is quite 
evident that the judges of this court are not going 
to aliow that opinion to be made a part of the 
records, Judge Lewis took occasion this morn- 
ing to impress the bar with this fact. 
The matter grew out of a motion for a rehear- 
ing in the case of Frederick A. Schmidt and 
Charlies C. Schmidt against Daniel Johnston, et 
al. lu the reasons attached to the motion, 
why ‘the rehearing should be granted, 
Mr. J. H. Holmes took occasion to reflect upon 
the opinion delivered by the court in & Manher 
that obviously did not meet wilh 
the court’s approval, He starts off with 
saying that he is aware of the reluctance 
with whicd courts entertain motions of this char- 
acter, but incommen justice to his clients he is 
compelled to ask fora reconsideration of this 
case. He then states the main points according 
to his judgment that were invoved = ih 
the case, the principal of which was what consti- 
tuted an ageucy between husband and wife, and 
how it could be proved, Some of the obnoxious 
portions of the document are as follows; 
“The idea of the court that this 
is a customary way of inanaging a wife properly, 
is an astonishing one for the nipeteeuth century. 
It haz the musty smell of Mediaevalism. But I 
fall see the propriety of in- 
troducing into a decision an essay 
on an irrelevant subject, however excellent in it- 
self that essay may be. The Court bas begged 
the question, assumed that Michael Fury was not 
at the time acting for his wife, and that plaintiffs 
were seeking to prove a subsequent ratifica- 
tion on her part. Nothing of 
the kind. The remarks of the Court are entirely 
unwarrantable upon the facts, etc.” 

Judge Lewis saéd that while the attorneys of 
the court were privileged to have their own opin- 
ions as to the validity of the law laid down 
by the yours in its opinions, 
and if they saw fit could except to the saine, yet 
judges were not willing to adiypit that they were 
idiots. In many instances the opinion on this 
point between counsel and court was 
mutual, out neither would be justified 
in giving an open expression 
to thelr views in court. He thoughts the present 
motion contained such personal allusions and re- 
flectious upon the court that it would be wrong to 
permit it to go on the records. It had been hled 
by an nee | of acknowledged avbil- 
ity, but probabdi not with sufficient 
consideration as tothe character of some of its 
clauses, The court would refuse to receive li un- 
tibsueh objectionable parts haa been expunged. 
The attorney, Mr. Holmes, was engaged at the 
time in Judge Horner’s court and hence escaped 
somewhat the effects of his reprimaad.

Know ye, that, exercising the authority con- 
ferred upon the executive by the lawof the 26th 
day of the year last past, and in view of the fact 
that a case provided for in two sections of article 
two of said law has arisen, 1 have seen fit to issue 
the following decree: 

“ARTICLE 1. Duty on import uponfall goods tm- 
ported into the republic through maritime and 
frontier custom-houses shall be increased five per 
cent. 

“ART. 2. The period, three months’ notice, 
which is required to be given by the second sec- 
tion of article 2 of said law of the 26th day of 
May shall commence to run and shall count from 
the date of this decree to the 15th day of next 
May, at which date five per cent additional du- 


ties upon imports shall commence to be levied. 

Therefore, lL order the same to be printed, pub- 
lished, cireniated and executed. This ts dove in 
the Palace Union in Mexico on the. 26th day of 
February, 1884.

Isanc Van Wagoner. 

The many friends of Judge Garrett 8. Van 
Wagoner, who sympathize with bim in his recent 
bereavement, and, indeed, the whole people of 
St. Louis, who esteem him both in public and 
private life, will be glad to read the following 
notice of his brother, the late ex-Surrogate Isaac 
Van Wagoner, taken from the Paterson Daily 
Press: 

“As foreshadowed inthe Press, last night, ex- 
Surrogate Isaac Van Wagoner died before the day 
had ended, death occurring at 9:40 o’clock last 
night. Since 2 oelock in the afternoon he haa 
been unconscious, and bis death had been mo- 
mentarily expected. Dr. Bipby remained in at- 
tcndance, Dut it was eviaent that the disease had 
80 far progressed that medical attendance could 
be of noavail. The scene at the death-bed was a 
most touching one. Surrounded by bis family and 
more intimate friends, including some who had 
grown up with him, one of the ablest lawyers Pat 
erson ever produced breathed his last. Early in 
thé evening a repert was circulated in the chty 
that Mr. Van Wagoner was dead, and there were 
many genuine expressions of sorrow; for no man 
was better liked or more universally respected 
than the dying lawyer. The report was prema- 
ture, and some hoped that Mr, Van Wagoner 
might recover. The hope was adissipatedgand thi 
morning the sad intelligence of his death was 
spread through the city. Mr. Van Wagoner 
would have been 69 years of age on the 27th of 
next month. 

During the ten years he occupied the position 
of Surrogate he made friends of all persons with 
whom he came into contact. In addition to his 
duties as Surrogate he was frequently appointed 
to take testimony in cases of importance, and 
lawyers always gave Mr. Van Wagoner the pref- 
erence in all matters of this Kind. He was patient 
and kind, and his knowledge of law was such that 
bis decisions were very seldem disputed. In cases 
in whieh he was required to furnish a report to 
the Chancellor or the Supreme Court his decis« 
ions were always characterized with fairness and 
ability and the court never found occasion to set 
aside any report made by him. Although he al- 
ways made friends of ali those who came Into 
contact with, he disliked notoriety, and this 
characteristic was prominent ever when on his 
deathbed. 

His private life was mirrured by his public ca- 
reer. Always affable and suave, he wasa man 
of whom it may with truth be said, be had no ac- 
quaintances, for all who became acquainted with 
bim became his friends, He wasaman of great 
liberality, and penury never pleaded unsuccess- 
fully with him. His great heart did not Know 
what it wasto say notoa supplicant, and bun- 
dreds in Paterson to-day owe a great deal of 
whiat they possess or what they areto the kind- 
nesses of Isaac Van Wagoner, a name which will 
ever be pronounced witn a feeling akin to rever 
ence in a great many housebolds.
